Htowatha was not a Jon-sick warrior, 
.a* Longfellow describes him. He was 
the foretin st statesman of hia age in Am¬ 
erica. and was several eeutaries ah-nd 
of his lime. He ws* the first advocate 
on American soil of international *rbi- 
trntbm. He was the first apostle of 
pear** In Ameri 'a that we know any¬ 
thing about, and his untutored mind de- 
vi loped the fundamental principles of 
Christianity as he trod tlir Adlromla^kf 
in his ntoctasins.
